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Power Lines 
Coming Thru 
Foothills 

Protests Against Mountain 
Route Unavailing And 
Work Is Underway 

Apparently the extended con¬ 
troversy over the routing of the 
Boulder Dam power transmis¬ 
sion line is finished. Construc¬ 
tion of the line along the origin¬ 
ally specified route through the 
foothills has comenced, and the 
Los Angeles Bureau of Water 
and Power right-of-way and land 
division, represented by Charles 
E. Taintor, has definitely decided 
against rerouting the line t hrough 
the San Gabriel valley. 

Present routing carries the 
transmission towers into this 
country above Foothill boulevard, 
in Upland, where a crew of men 
is now at work, thence above 
Claremont and then to Azusa 
and across the San Gabriel wash 
in a general westerly direction 
past Baldwin Park. 

In editorial comment ,the 
Azusa Herald this week said in 
part, “It was only right and 
just for the foothill group to 
fight against the power line route 
through this area, and the argu¬ 
ments against it are still as 
valid as ever. But when a cause 
is defeated, the loss should be ac¬ 
cepted gracefully. Continued 
bickering and sabotage, such as 
was prevalent in the Owens Val¬ 
ley water fight against the same 
city of Los Angeles Bureau, never 
achieved any good.” 

Sierra Madre's Chamber of 
Commerce took a brief hand in 
the protest proceedings in the 
early stages before it became 
known that the so-called foothill 
route misses this city by some 
miies. The U. S. Forestry de¬ 
partment joined nearby cities in 
the protest on the ground that 
the power line would needels-ly 
expose the mountain region to a 
great fire hazard.

Quick thinking on the part of 
Bob Rigney, attendant at the 
Auburn and Central Standard 
Service Station, prevented what 
might have resulted in a major 
catastrophe Wednesday forenoon 
as flames licked around an open 
gasoline tank, danced up one of 
the station pumps and momentar¬ 
ily attacked a bystander. 

Mrs. Alfred Reitherman had 
her automobile parked in front 
of the pump, Rigney was filling 
the car’s gas tank when John 
Colbert, standing by the doorway 
of the station house yelled: 

“She’s running over Bob!”

Proposing an expenditure $1969 
in excess of last years’ expen¬ 
ses, the Sierra Madre School 
Board today is releasing the 
proposed 1935-36 elementary 
school district budget. 

Total budget requirements foi 
the coming fiscal year amount 
to $49,112, as compared with the 
past year’s $48,605. The total 
estimated income, other than the 
district tax, is now $28,229, 
mostly from the sales tax levy, 
leaving the district tax require¬ 
ment $18,204. 

Salaries are being increased 
under the new budget from $23,- 
299 to $23,948, the capital out¬ 
lays are stepped up to $1,500 
from the last year’s $500. Aux¬ 
iliary agencies are increased from 
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pumps and the office. With no 
warning a tiny tongue of fire 
leaped into life at the hose noz¬ 
zle, and rapidly traveled in a 
number of directions. 

Colbert was horrified to find 
the flames leaping up his trous¬ 
ers, waist-high. He beat at them 
with his bare hands, having little 
time to take his coat off or find 
other means of combatting them. 
He called to Rigney, but the at¬ 
tendant was busy. 

Rigney told Mrs. Reitherman 
to get her automobile out of the 
burning gas. He snatched his 
cap off, plugged it into the open 
tank, effecting cutting off the 
fire at that dangerous point. By 
then the fire was endangering 
the pump itself. The pump was 
a fuse, leading down into the 
underground gas storage tank. If 
ignited, the tank would have 
taken half a block up into the 
air. 

While Rigney was putting the 
fire nut with a water ho e and 
his bare hands, Colbert managed 
to save himself from the em¬ 
barrassment of becoming a hu¬ 
man torch. Mrs. Reitherman got 
her car out of the way, but only 
after brakes, gear shift, and 
throttle seemed strangely out of 
usual positions a half dozen 
times.

By the 
time the plant is in its prime, 
it will probably be up to the top 
of the stake. 

Young Dahlia plants should be 
topped when they are about a 
foot high, to encourage a branch¬ 
ing. If large blooms are wanted, 
each branch should be disbudded, 
leaving only the terminal bud. 
If barnyard manure is placed in 
shallow basins about each plant, 
further cultivation will rarely be 
needed during the rest of the sea¬ 
son. 

Overhead sprinkling will help 
to keep down insect pests. 
Sprinkling should be done in the 
morning so that foliage will not

control of an over-mountain road 
from Foothill Boulevard in Alta- 
dena to Red Box on the north 
side of the mountain.

Fire Chief W. D. Richards and 
chiefs from Arcadia and Monro¬ 
via .attended the test practice 
fire suppression camp conducted 
by the Forestry Service at the 
Monrovia C. C. C. Camp last 
Thursday. Rangers Jack Kaye 
and H. O. Schwoob of the Santa 
Anita station in the local City 
Hall, were among the instructors, 
Schwoob being Camp Boss, as¬ 
sisted by George Rowberry. 

The camp was the first of a 
similar nature to be established 
and its success Indicated that it 
will be conducted as a regular 
feature throughout the area to 
acquaint all C.C.C. men with the 
mehcanics of fire fighting. A 
complete 100-man standard fire 
setup from the Arroyo Seco 
ranger's station was under op¬ 
eration on the Monrovia grounds, 
and the corps were shown ex¬ 
actly how a fire supression crew 
goes into action on a fire front.

Riding an automobile, carefree 
and hungry, Death last year took 
a total of 948 lives in Los An¬ 
geles county, according to figures 
just released by Coroner Frank 
Nance. This represented an in¬ 
crease of 80 deaths over the 
1933-34 total. 

The majority of deaths from 
traffic injuries during the last 
fiscal year, Coroner Nance’s fig¬ 
ures revealed, occured within the 
Los Angeles city limits, where 
522 met death. Of this number 
308 were pedestrians and 214 
suffered fatal injuries in automo¬ 
bile collisions. 

Fatalities iD the county terri- 
t o r y totaled 410, pedestrian 
deaths amounting to 172 and col¬ 
lision fatalities totalling 238. 
Sixteen persons injured outside 
the county died in local hospi¬ 
tals.
